
FIRE SAFETY FEAR 
AS DISPUTE ENDS 


Union agrees compromise deal but warns cuts 
to frontline services could still put lives at risk 


THE year-long dispute that brought 
Essex firefighters to the brink of 
strike action is over after union rep¬ 
resentatives agreed a compromise 
deal on Monday. 

The decision by union members to 
accept the terms of the deal thrashed out 
by fire service chiefs and the Fire 
Brigades Union brings to an end eight 
months of industrial action. 

While hailing the agreement as a victo¬ 
ry for common sense in the current eco¬ 
nomic climate, the union warned it will 
result in the loss of 44 “wholetime” fire¬ 
fighters from frontline stations. 

And Keith Flynn, secretary of the 
Essex FBU, said: “Our members contin¬ 
ue to harbour serious professional con-

cerns about these cuts and the affects 
they may have on both firefighter and 
public safety.” 

He added: “At Harlow we have two 
normal fire engines, a rescue team and 
an aerial ladder platform. Whereas now 
the specialist machines have two dedicat¬ 
ed crews, under the deal these will have 
to share a crew which means only one 
can be used at a time. 

“The professional opinion of the fire¬ 
fighters in Harlow was that they need to 
be dedicated crews. That was what the 
industrial action was about. 

“They maintain that it is only a matter 


of time before both machines will need 
to be used and they are not going to be 
able to.” 

The nearest alternative aerial ladder 
platform, which is used when fighting 
fires in high-rise buildings, is at 
Chelmsford while he nearest rescue team 
is based in Grays. 

The compromise arrangement guaran¬ 
tees no compulsory redundancies and 
secures funding to maintain current num¬ 
bers of retained firefighters and their 
emergency response standards. 

“Our members understand the finan¬ 
cial challenges facing the fire authority 
but we believe that further cuts to front¬ 
line 999 services would inevitably put

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Parties clash over consultations on council reform 


A ROW has broken out over public 
consultations on plans to reform the 
structure of Harlow Council. 

Labour councillors have accused the 
Conservatives of trying to sway the 
result in favour of a change to an exec¬ 
utive set up. 

Labour group leader Mark Wilkin¬ 
son claimed the official consultation 
document gave the impression that 
only two options were on the table. 

“It clearly states options for a cabi¬ 
net system or for a mayor but you have 
to look further to find the option of 
keeping the system we have now,” he 
said. 


“We are not saying what system we 
should have but we would like for it to 
be a transparent consultation. The 
Tories are trying to make it look like 
there are only two options.” 

The council currently uses a tradi¬ 
tional committee system in which deci¬ 
sions are made either at full council or 
by smaller, cross-party groups with 
specialised responsibilities. 

The consultation document criticises 
this system for slowing down the deci¬ 
sion-making process and making it 
less transparent. 

“Very few local authorities now 
operate this system and there is a dan¬ 


ger that retaining the traditional model 
could damage Harlow Council’s cre¬ 
dentials as a modern dynamic local 
authority,” it adds 

The two other options are a 
Westminster-style leader and cabinet 
system which is used by most councils 
in England, or a directly elected mayor 
as in the case of London. 

In both scenarios, more decisions 
are made by cabinet members with 
specialised responsibilities rather than 
committees. 

Council leader Andrew Johnson 
insisted the council had been transpar¬ 
ent and open from the start of the con¬ 


sultation process. 

“The contents of the document 
reflect the purpose of the consultation,” 
he said. “It outlines the two executive 
options that we could change to and 
also clearly explains that the present 
committee system could remain.” 

He added: “What is important is 
once consultation begins, residents and 
businesses let the council know their 
views. The open-ended comment form 
in the document and other consultation 
methods will enable them to do just 
that.” 

The consultation starts on Monday 
and runs until October 1.

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PARTS of Harlow came to a standstill on 
Tuesday as a police chase ended in a full- 
scale manhunt for two men suspected of 
driving offences. 

People living in Potter Street and Hastingwood 
reported seeing a police helicopter hovering over 
the area as officers from the Hertfordshire 
Constabulary closed the net on two men they had 
pursued from a supermarket car park in Welwyn 
Garden City. 

The 25-mile high-speed pursuit along the A414 
and through Hertford and Harlow came to an end 
at around 3.30pm when the two suspects aban¬ 
doned the grey Ford Focus near St Clare Hospice 
in Hastingwood and attempted to flee on foot. 

Chased by police officers, they made a dash 
through the hospice grounds towards Glovers 
Farm before finally being caught and arrested. 

Their car was described by one onlooker as 
“badly smashed-up” after it struck two other vehi¬ 
cles. Police said no-one was injured. 

Another witness, who did not want to be named, 
watched as one of the suspects ran from police. 

“I was coming up to the Ml 1 roundabout from 
Hastingwood when I noticed a badly damaged 
Ford Focus that had been left at the entrance to St 
Clare Hospice,” he told the Star. “One of the front 
wheels was hanging off and the windscreen was 
smashed. 

“Then, as I neared the roundabout, I spotted a 
man legging it up the road towards Thornwood as 
police officers chased. 

“All the while the police helicopter was circling 
above and there were patrol cars and officers 
everywhere. It was like watching the manhunt for 
Raoul Moat!” 

A 23-year-old man from Blackheath in south¬ 
east London was arrested on suspicion of failing to 
stop for police, while a 25-year-old man from 
London was arrested on suspicion of dangerous 
driving and Proceeds of Crime Act offences. 

Both were taken to Harlow Police Station before 
being transferred to Hatfield where they were still 
being questioned as the Star went to press yester¬ 
day (Wednesday).

Park-and-ride 
buses weren't 
cost-effective

T WO weeks ago we asked 
readers to throw some 
light on the park-and- 
ride bus service that operated 
in the town for a brief period 
during the 1980s. 

We published this photograph, 
taken in December 1983, of one of 
the buses that ran from outside 
Harlow Town rail station. 

So we were delighted to receive a 
letter from former resident Ken 
Hughes, who wrote to Nostalgia 
after being sent a cutting by a 
friend who lives in the town. Ken is 
the man standing in the middle in 
pale trousers. 

“I was chief engineer at Harlow 
Council at the time,” writes Ken, 
who now lives in Folkestone. 

“You are right in that the photo was 
taken outside the town station. The 
person in the doorway of the bus is 
Cecil Condon, who was chairman 
of the council’s highways 
committee. 

“The wisdom of the park-and-ride 
service was that parking in the town 
was difficult over the Christmas 
period so the council decided to 
experiment with a Christmas park- 
and-ride service.” 

The council faced the difficulty of 
finding a suitable car park from 
which to operate the scheme, 


TIME was against archaeologists 
working in Old Harlow in 1970, so 
much so that the town’s museum 
enlisted the help of local 
schoolchildren and teachers. 

In July that year volunteers and 
museum staff worked long hours to 
excavate the site in River Way 
before it was concreted over to 
become a factory. 

The archaeologists were told by 
Harlow Development Corporation 
and the developers that they had 
just three weeks to complete five 
years worth of digging. 

In this newspaper cutting supplied 
by Ron Bill we can see the band of 
enthusiasts furiously excavating the 


according to Ken. However, the rail 
station management agreed to let 
the car park there be used for the 
service which operated every 
Saturday. 

“I think the frequency was every 
15-20 minutes and it ran from the 
station to the town centre,” said 
Ken. “But there were problems in 
that train passengers tried to use the 
service. 

“Initially the service was well used 
and there were plans to extend the 
scheme to cater for people using 
the A11 but no suitable parking 
could be found. 


site. Their early findings, according 
to reports at the time, suggested 
that at one time there may have 
been a large Roman farmstead 
there.

Mead said at the time: “We are 
progressing by means of cut-throat 
competition.

Diggers running out of time 
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Police renew 
appeal for 
sightings of 
missing OAP 



POLICE are still looking for 
a 70-year-old grandfather 
from Harlow who has been 
missing from his home for 
two months. 

Officers working on the case 
have confirmed there have 
been no reported sightings of 
Peter Schofield, pictured 
above, since he was last seen 
outside Ladbrokes in 
Terminus Street on Thursday, 
May 20. 

A spokeswoman for Essex 
Police said yesterday 
(Wednesday): “Peter is still 
missing. We are renewing 
our appeal for information 
about his whereabouts.” 

The grandfather-of-four is a 
man of routine and regularly 
visited Ladbrokes, Yates’s 
wine bar, The Shark pub in 
Colt Hatch and The Phoenix 
pub in Hart Road. 

Speaking at a press 
conference last month, his 
daughter Louise Schofield 
said: “We’re hoping that 
someone has seen him and 
can just let us know where he 
is. What’s hard is not 
knowing. 

“All his friends and family 
really miss him, love him and 
want to know that he is safe.” 
Mr Schofield is described as 
white, 5ft 7ins tall, of slight 
build with short dark brown 
hair and brown eyes. He is 
usually clean shaven and was 
last seen wearing a pale blue 
flat cap bearing the 
Tottenham Hotspur Football 
Club logo and jeans. 

He has tattoos of the words 
“love” and “hate” on his 
fingers and suits of cards on 
the backs of his hands.

Market man's fury at 
'crazy' parking fines

A FURIOUS market trader hit 
with parking fines of almost £500 
said he would rather face court 
action than pay up. 

John Kline, who runs the Prince 
Albert jacket potato stall in Market 
Square, was given seven parking tickets 
in June despite leaving his car in the 
same bay he has used for almost 25 years 
and clearly displaying his trader’s permit 
in the windscreen. 

But because he was forced to use a 
courtesy car for two days while his own 
vehicle was being repaired, Mr Kline 
had the permit cancelled by Harlow 
Council, even though he contacted the 
parking services department to explain 
the situation. 

“I couldn’t believe it when they said 
I’d need to apply and pay for a new per¬ 
mit just to park a different car in my 
space for a couple of days,” he told the 

Star. 

“I’ve used that car park for almost 25 
years. All the wardens know who I am 
and exactly where to find me if there’s a 
problem, but no-one bothered. They just 
kept slapping tickets on my windscreen.” 

He received his first £70 fine on June 
8 after parking his replacement car in the 
commercial car park in Post Office 
Road. The following day he received a 
second ticket. 

After contacting the council to com¬ 
plain, Mr Kline later discovered that 
officers had contacted the owner of the 
garage where his car was being repaired 
to inform him he would be liable for pay¬ 
ment if Mr Kline refused to pay up. 

“It was crazy, it just spiralled out of all 
control,” said Mr Kline. “If they want 
that money they’re going to have to take 
me to court; there’s no way I’m paying 
up.” 

Tony Hall, chairman of the council’s 
policy working group, said a letter had

been sent to Mr Kline advising him to 
lodge a formal appeal against the penal¬ 
ties. 

“We have instructed parking atten¬ 
dants not to place any further tickets on 
his car over the next two weeks,” he said. 

“This is to give him time to come and 
talk to us and go though the terms and 
conditions of using the permit. 

“Once he has done this, the council 
will reissue the permit which was can¬ 
celled after he indicated that he did not 
intend to abide by the rules of the permit 
scheme.” 


Stroke victim ended his life 
by stepping in front of train 


A MAN who became depressed after 
suffering a minor stroke killed himself 
by standing in the path of an express 
train at Harlow Town station, an inquest 
heard. 

Chelmsford Coroner’s Court heard 
that the world of Alan Baker (55), of 
The Hornbeams, Harlow, “fell apart” 
when he had the stroke. 

Coroner's officer Ria Hill told the 
inquest Mr Baker suffered the stroke on 
April 1 this year which affected his 
health. He became depressed and was 
afraid he would lose his job. 

“He took an overdose on April 25 


having left a note,” she added. 
“However, he was treated and dis¬ 
charged after seeing mental health 
staff.” 

At 8.50pm on April 29 he was seen 
by the driver of the Stansted Express to 
place his hands on the edge of the plat¬ 
form at Harlow Town station and climb 
dow on to the track. 

The driver was powerless to stop the 
train and Mr Baker was killed instantly. 

Coroner Caroline Beasley-Murray 
recorded a verdict of suicide. “The 
stroke had a devastating effect upon 
him,” she said.

the lives of firefighters and the public at increased risk,” 
said Mr Flynn. “We also believe the public expect cuts to 
frontline 999 services should only ever be considered as 
a last resort. Our members agree and so it is time to bring 
this dispute to an end to focus on the future.” 

Chief Fire Officer David Johnson welcomed the deal 
but warned it offered “no absolute guarantees” given the 
possibility of Government cuts in the future. 

“We are obviously delighted that the Essex FBU mem¬ 
bership has supported the Brigade Committee’s recom¬ 


mendation to accept the negotiated terms of the settle¬ 
ment,” said Mr Johnson. 

“It would be duplicitous of us to suggest that we can 
deliver any absolute guarantees because of the uncertain¬ 
ty surrounding public sector cuts. 

“I would urge the FBU negotiating team to stay 
focused on the challenge at hand and to co-operate with 
us as we seek to deliver efficiencies while maintaining 
services and protecting as many jobs as we can.” 

He added: “Now is not the time to be involved in an 
acrimonious relationship because we all need to work 
together to protect what is important to us all.”

THE family of a pensioner who 
died following surgery at Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital is still 
waiting for an inquest to take 
place more than two years after 
her death. 

Joan Townson (67), of The 
Orchards, Sawbridgeworth, died in 
May 2008, a few days after she had an 
operation to remove her ovaries. After 
the surgery it was discovered she had 
suffered a perforated bowel. 

Mrs Townson’s daughter, Joanne 
Benge, sought advice from Harlow- 
based law firm Attwaters, which spe¬ 
cialises in cases of clinical negli¬ 
gence, with a view to starting legal 
proceedings against the hospital. 

Attwaters contacted the county 
coroner’s office in June 2008 regard¬ 
ing a date for an inquest into the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding Mrs Town- 
son’s death. But the process has 
ground to a halt because a date for a 
hearing has still not been set. 

When the firm contacted the coro¬ 
ner’s office last month it was told Mrs

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Townson’s case was still caught in a 
backlog. 

Mrs Benge, also of The Orchards, 
said: “This has been a black cloud 
hanging over us and I feel we can’t 
move on until the inquest has been 
held. It is so frustrating that we are 
still waiting for answers.” 

Madeline Seibert, a partner at 
Attwaters, described the delay as 
shocking and said it had left Mrs 
Townson’s family distraught. 

“We’ve been waiting over two 
years so far and there is absolutely no 
clue from the coroner’s office as to 
when the inquest might be sched¬ 
uled,” she said. “For all we know it 
might not be for many months yet.” 

She added: “Mrs Townson’s family 
are very distraught at the manner of 
their mother’s death and understand¬ 
ably want the hospital to reveal what 
may have gone wrong. In these cir¬ 
cumstances the inquest is extremely 
important to them. 


“It may very well impact upon the 
civil case and may also provide valu¬ 
able evidence as to what went wrong. 
But whatever the cause of these 
delays, it is a shocking and disrespect¬ 
ful way to treat families and clearly 
they deserve much better.” 

A spokesman for Essex County 
Council, which took over responsibil¬ 
ity for the coroner’s service in 
December 2008, said that at that time 
there was a large number of inquests 
outstanding. 

“We acknowledge that there have 
been issues over the last two years in 
progressing inquests as quickly as we 
would have liked due to the high vol¬ 
ume of work and staffing,” he said. 
“However, we are now hilly staffed 
and have completed 305 inquests for 
the Essex & Thurrock jurisdiction to 
date this year compared to 377 for the 
whole of 2009. 

“We apologise to the family of Mrs 
Townson and will ensure we hasten 
all outstanding reports the coroner 
requires to allow the inquest to be 
heard at the earliest possible date.”

MR first to 
take on an 
apprentice 


HARLOW MP Robert Halfon is set to 
break with Parliamentary tradition 
by hiring a teenage apprentice to 
work as a political researcher in his 
Westminster office. 

MPs usually take their pick from hundreds 
of graduates willing to work for nothing as 
interns, but Mr Halfon will become the first 
member of the House of Commons to take 
on a paid apprentice from within his own 
constituency. 

He will select a candidate from a shortlist 
drawn up by Harlow College, which current¬ 
ly runs a successful apprenticeship scheme 
in partnership with Essex County Council. 

This week he told the Star the interview 
process was already under way. 

“I have been a long-time supporter of 
apprenticeships and the scheme run at 
Harlow College is one I have long champi¬ 
oned,” he said. 

“I did my maiden speech in the House of 
Commons on apprenticeships so I thought I 
would put my money where my mouth is and 
become the first MP to hire an apprentice.” 

Mr Halfon’s lead is already being followed 
by other MPs, with Business Minister John

A ROGUE trader who conned 
an elderly woman out of £10,000 
for carrying out minor repairs to 
her garage roof has appeared in 
court. 

William Doherty (33), who lives in 
Harlow but has no fixed abode, plead¬ 
ed guilty at St Albans Crown Court to 
fraud and was given an eight- 
month prison sentence suspended for 
two years. 

The court was told Doherty carried 
out minor repair work to a property in 


Bishop’s Stortford between August 
and September 2009 for which he 
charged the 78-year-old householder 
£ 10 , 000 . 

He was caught when two members 
of the public chased and detained him 
when he returned to the property to 
demand more money from the victim. 

The pair - who were commended 
by the judge and given a £250 reward 
- then contacted the police and 
Doherty was arrested. 

Using Proceeds of Crime Act legis¬ 


lation, police were able to freeze 
Doherty’s bank account. 

As part of his guilty plea, Doherty 
wrote a letter to his bank releasing 
funds to be paid directly back to the 
victim. 

He was also ordered to pay £750 
court costs and was given conditions 
not to canvass for work unless using a 
vehicle clearly marked with his true 
identity and contact details. 

He must also leave details of his 
true identity in writing with every cus¬ 


tomer. 

Speaking after the hearing, Det¬ 
ective Sergeant Jim McGrath of Hert¬ 
fordshire Constabulary said: “This 
was a case where the public worked 
with the police and the trial judge 
recognised their contribution to bring¬ 
ing the case to a successful conclu¬ 
sion. 

“Doherty had no regard for his vic¬ 
tim and repeatedly requested more 
money from her, forcing her to delve 
deeper into her life savings.”

Kitchen comedy is 
a singular success

Absurd Person Singular 
Moot House Players, Moot Hall 

AS anyone who has sought solace 
at the bottom of their upwardly 
mobile neighbour’s gin bottle 
during a typically excruciating 
Yuletide drinks party will know, 
peace on Earth and goodwill to all 
men are rarely at the forefront of 
one’s mind at Christmas time. 

The perils of the festive season are 
brought sharply into focus in Alan 
Ayckbourn’s masterful black comedy, a 
deliciously dark game of social chess 
played out in three kitchens over 
successive Christmas Eves. 

A play of three acts - each with its own 
distinctive tone - it is a behind-the- 
scenes journey through the English 
class system; from the obsessively 
clean and functional quarters of lower 
middle-class social misfits Sidney and 
his jittery wife Jane, through the 
slatternly kitchen of lecherous, 
struggling architect Geoff and his 



manic-depressive wife Eva to the 
opulent but freezing cold home of 
filthy rich but emotionally bankrupt 
bank manager Ronald and his 
permanently sozzled spouse Marion. 

As each year passes, the fortunes of 
each couple change. Sidney’s 
inexorable rise from slimy wheeler- 
dealer to nouveau riche property 
developer sits in stark contrast to the 
economic misfortunes befalling his 
lazily arrogant professional peers. 

By the final act Sidney has completed 
his ascent to the top of the social tree, 
having those he once held in such high 
regard dancing to his tune as they 
wearily play party games on his orders. 


Under the assured direction of Moot 
House Players stalwart and Ayckbourn 
fanatic Jon Macnamara, the play was 
always in a safe pair of hands and he 
was ably supported by an impressive 
cast. 

Dan Powell put in a thunderous turn as 
Sidney, clearly relishing his character’s 
unstoppable rise from corner terrace 
obscurity to sharp-suited property king, 
while Kerry Rowland impressed as his 
put-upon, nervy wife Jane. 

Husband and wife team Alan and 
Angela Hodgson put in good 
performances as bullish architect Geoff 
and his suicidal partner Eva, Angela’s 
hilarious suicide attempts in the middle 
act wringing the most laughs of the 
night. 

But it was, perhaps, Tim and Nic 
Parkes - another husband and wife 
team - who stole the show.

N O-ONE could accuse Mini 
of failing to stay on top of 
its game. Constant 
revisions to the core hatch models 
embellished with new variants 
means the charismatic range 
stays fresh. 

But that hasn’t stopped 
competition from growing in 
ferocity The Fiat 500 stole the 
Mini’s crown as the motorised 
fashion accessory of choice on its 
arrival in 2008. 

Meanwhile, the Alfa Romeo Mito 
has been doing its best to tempt 
style and image- conscious small 
car buyers away from the retro- 
inspired scene, a tactic also 
employed by Citroen with the new 
DS3. 

Now life is about to get a lot 
tougher for all of those models 
because the unstoppable 
automotive force that is German 
premium manufacturer Audi is 
about to launch another new 
model on a fully expectant world. 
The A1 is Audi’s smallest model 
since the unsuccessful - by Audi’s 
high standards at least - A2. By 
common consensus, the A2 is now 
considered a car ahead of its 
time. The domed styling and 
lightweight aluminium body were 
not as well received then as they 


would be now, but Audi’s 
masterplan to move forward at an 
unrelenting pace leaves no scope 
for looking backwards. 

Which is why the A1 uses a 
different approach. A lightweight 
body and excellent drag 
coefficient result in best in class 
CO 2 emissions and fuel 
consumption that are reminiscent 
of the A2, but there’s nothing 
contentious about the styling and 
the A1 is aimed at a different, 
younger urban market. 

If ever there was a car for ‘the 
now’ it’s the Al. The Audi brand 
shows no signs of waning in its 
appeal; the four rings have taken 
over at the top as the badge of 
choice, coming to symbolise the 


highest quality and most enviable 
design. Combined with the public 
appetite for efficient compact cars 
with character, the Al’s prospects 
seem great indeed. 

With that in mind, it is essential 
for Audi to maintain the high 
standards of build and design 
inside the Al. And the good news 
is that, behind the wheel, the Al 
feels as premium as any of the 
manufacturer’s larger models. 

It is, quite simply, very Audi 
which is not an easy task to 
accomplish inside a compact 
cabin. High quality materials 
obviously help and specification 
is reassuringly premium. Inside 
an entry level SE equivalent 
model there’s certainly no reason 


to feel hard done by. The cloth 
seats are top class, the fascia 
boasts the same designer air vents 
and pop-up screen as the Sport 
and S-line model, the driver can 
get to grips with the same chunky 
three-spoke steering wheel and 
stop-start is standard on all 
models. 

Further up the trim levels, 
owners can expect the same 
multimedia entertainment system 
and Google Earth imaging sat-nav 
as in the mega-saloon A8, more 
leather and additional interior 
detailing, while a range of 
colourful trim options are 
available to add a bespoke feel 
across the range. 

Of course, there's considerably 


less space than inside an A3 or 
A4, but the three-door Al should 
prove a relatively competent load 
carrier. The rear seats fold flat 
and while there are only two of 
them, separated by a cup holder 
and trinket tray, they’re 
considerably more useable than 
the rear seats in some rivals. 
Naturally, the S-tronic twin clutch 
transmission is present in the 
line-up. It can replace a six-speed 
manual transmission with the 1.4- 
litre, 120bhp TFSI unit in S-Line 
or the firmer riding Sport trim 
levels. A 130bhp 1.6-litre TDI with 
five-speed manual is also available 
across the range, as is the 1.2-litre 
85bhp TFSI unit with a five-speed 
manual transmission. 

It's the small petrol engine that 
holds the biggest surprise, the 
efficient turbocharged unit 
offering an impressive degree of 
pep and responding well to being 
revved. The Sport suspension 
upgrade firms things up 
considerably in the corners, but 
in standard form the Al chassis 
proves refined and assured on the 
road. 

The Al was always likely to be 
one of the most hotly anticipated 
new cars of 2010, but the 
manufacturer hasn’t crumpled 
under the pressure. It may be the 
company's smallest car yet, but 
it's every inch an Audi.

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Injured Osagie still hopeful 
of passage to India Games 



MIDDLE-distance runner 
Andrew Osagie has not 
given up hope of gaining 
selection for the 
Commonwealth Games in 
India despite being ruled out 
by injuries for the last four 
months. 

The 22-year-old from 
Northfields, Harlow, was 
first in the 800m at the 
McCain City Challenge in 
Sheffield in February in 
1:53.18. 

This was before he clocked 
1:47.40 and 1:51.29 
respectively in the heats and 
semi-final of the 800m at 
the IAAF World Indoor 
Championships in Doha, 
Qatar in March. 

Harlow Athletic Club 
member Osagie, a highly 
gifted athlete who has been 
mentored by former gold 
medallist Dame Kelly 
Holmes, has since been 
dogged by a hip injury and 
then by a bone stress injury 
in his left foot. 

He said: “I hurt my foot a 
week before the European 
trials at Birmingham [in 
June]. It was a knock-on 
effect [from the last injury].” 
Osagie, who has just 
graduated with a 2:2 Sports 
Science degree from St 
Mary’s College in 
Twickenham, knows he 
faces a race against time if 
he is to compete in India 
this October. 

He has never competed at 
the Commonwealth Games 
as he was only 18 when the 
last one was held in 
Melbourne, Australia, four 


years ago. 

“I hope to race in Sweden in 
an open meeting in 10 days’ 
time. I need to get other 
races in and there is still 
time before the 
Commonwealth Games 


selection is made on August 
17,” he said. 

“I need to race well enough 
against other English 
athletes. I need to be doing 
around one mins 47.5 secs. I 
did 1:47.1 last year.”

We 
missed Carl, his 
brother, who was 
on holiday. Glen’s a 
star.

I was 
pleased with what I 
did after two weeks 
of illness. Steve 
Down did well as 
well. 

“We only 

dropped from sixth 
to seventh [out of 
16 clubs] in the 
whole table. A lot

In the last eight, previous Hardbat 
Series winner Darren Griffin lost to 
Nigeria international Sule Olaleye 21- 
16, 21-11, while Graham 
Sandley, another previous Hardbat 
Series winner, went down to surprise 
package Luke Carrington 21-14, 21- 
16. 

Neale, who once represented Europe, 
triumphed in a superb last four battle 


with Bartram, saving two match

The other semi-final saw Olaleye 
overcome Carrington 21-19, 21-13. 
Bartram and Carrington are pretty 
new to hardbat but played 
extraordinarily well. 

The final pitted Olaleye against Neale. 
Neale had beaten Olaleye 21-20 and 


21-11 in the group stage but the 
combination of seven matches and the 
hottest day of the year contributed to 
Olaleye gaining revenge 21-16, 21-13. 
Neil Brierley, secretary of the BATTS 
club which hosted the event, said: 
“Olaleye began playing with a hardbat 
in Nigeria before playing in World 
Championships with a conventional 
bat. Neale is a legend in the game and 
was many people’s tip to take the title. 


“The fantastic thing about hardbats is 
that there is a real chance to compare 
eras. Skill and technique is everything 
whereas the lightning fast modern bat 
invariably favours the younger and 
quicker player.” 

In the hand two final, Tony West
